ing, a nurse, may have an important bearing on the mysterious 


case.

MUNICH (Bavaria) Jan. 25.— 
The recently completed concordat 
between Bavaria and the Vatican 
was formally ratified yesterday by 
Premier Held and Monsignor Pa- 
celli, the papal nuncio at Berlin, 
in the presence of the members of 
the Capinet and the leaders of the 
coalition parties in Bavarian 
Diet.

No possibility of anything but prosperity for the petroleum in- 
dustry in America, and especially in California, is seen by EB. B. Reeser 
of Tulsa, Okla., president of the Barnsdal!l Oi, Company of California, 
vice-president of the Barnadall Corporation, and a director of the 
American Petroleum Institute, who is in Los Angeles with Robert |. 
law, Jr., president of the Barnsdal! Corporation, to inspect the Cali- 


fornia cperations of the company. 
Mr. Reeser bases his optimism 
on the law of supply and demand, 
which he asserts will inevitably 
operate to the benefit of petrole- 
um producers and refiners during 
1925. and for years to come. 
“When we consider that not for 
many years has the consumption 
of gasoline In the United States 
failed to increase more than 10 per 
cent over the consumption for 
each preceding year, and that ex- 
ports have shown a consistent 
yearly increase of more than 15 
per cent, it is evident that the de- 
mand for the product is not due 
to any fluctuating cause.” said Mr. 


eenrer. 

“When we take into copsidera- 
tion the further fact that national 
production for 1924 showed a de- 
crease under production for the 
previous year for the first time jn 
many re. itis evident that the 
law of supply and demand must 
operate to maintain a healthy 
market for petroleum products. 


MUST INCREASE OUTPUT 

“As an actual fact, if the con- 
sumption and export of gasoline 
for the year 1925 were to increase 
at a much reduced rate, without 
a corresponding increase in the 
output of refineries, this country 


| would have exhausted ite supply of 
gasoline by the middie of the 


“Market prices for California oll 
have been a little higher than they 
should have been in proportion to 
Mid-Continent prices, and the price 
increage in the eastern fields will 
merely rectify a differential that 
has been somewhat out of line,” 
he said. 

“There ia little chance for any 
reduction in California's production 
this yeer, I believe. It should 
hold its own without trouble. Do- 
minguez and Rosecrans should 
easily counterbalance the decline 
in the older fields. 

“This prospect, combined with 
the prospect for a better market 
in the nation and world at large, 
and the further advantage of Cali- 
fornia ig ite strategic location for 
on to -the eastern 
coast, is in my opinion, the fun- 
damental reason why California 
operatérs should enjoy a prosper- 
ous year.” 


DEVELOPMENT PLANS 


Discussing the program of the 
Barnedall Company, Mr. Reeser 
said that the company plans to 
develop its holdings steadily and 
conservatively, expanding to keep 
pace with conditions. 

The Barnedall holdings at Rose- 
cranes are considered to be among 
the best in that field, and this de- 
velopment will be the first care of 
the company. In ad¢ition to this 
acreage, Barnedall has consider- 
able acreage in the Midway field 
on the McKittrick front, in the 
Maricopa Fiats, and in the Buena 
Vista Hills. 

Development of all these hold- 
ings probably will entail the drill- 
ing of about 100 wells, Mr. Reeser 
said. At present the company pas 
a total daily production in the 
State of about. 4900 barrels, of 
which 1300 barrels come from the 
Midway field. 

Eventually the Barnedall inter- 
ests expect to enter the refining 
field in California, but this devel- 
opment is not contemplated in the 
near future, according to Mr. 
Reeser. The refining and market- 
ing business in this State is too 
competitive to be entered without 
considerable circumspection. he as- 
serts, and while the Barnedall in- 
terests have large refining plants in 
the Mid-Continent field, and mar- 
ket a considerable quantity of re- 
fined products on the Pacific Coast, 
the California company plans to 
confine its operations to the pro- 
duction of crude oll for the pres- 
ent.

And tf these directions are 
not given—and taken—the product 
is useless, for there is nothing that 
is.rubbed on the skin that will re- 
duce you. Nor is there anything 
to use in your bath that will re- 
duce you. [If there were reducing 
drugs powerful enough to be ab- 
sorbed through the skin can’t you 
see how dangerous they would be? 

One of these fake preparations 
was analyzed in the laboratories 
of the American Medical Aessocia- 
tion and found to be oil of turpen- 
tine, ecetic acid, water, casein (pro- 
tein part of milk) and perfume. A 
few cents worth of vinegar, cot- 
tage cheese and turpentine would 
have the same effect, whicfl is no 
effect, as their $5 jars.
